peror and the States General, to which your Maje- 
fty, at their Requeft, became Guarrantee; as well 
as wellasin Breach of many folemn Treaties and 
Engagements to the contrary between the Crowns 
of G. Britain. and Spain; and to the inexpreflible 
Damage of the Subjects of this Realm. 

We cannot fofficiently exprefs our Senfe of the 
infinite Obligations we ly under to your Majefty, 
for your Care of the Proteftant Intereft abroad, 
and of the Trade of this Nation, by concluding, at 
fo critical a Junéture, the abovementioned Defen- 
five Alliance, highly neceffary for maintaining the 
Balance of Burope, aswell for the Preferving ma- 
ny valuable Rights, Immunities and Advantages 
relating to the Trade of Britain; and we aflure 
your Majefty, that we will ftand by and fupport 
your Majefty to the utmoft of our Power, in the 
Engagements you have entered into by the Treaty,

the 3d of September 1725 ; againft which feveral 
jut RefleGions were made by our Minifters here, 
The Houfe upon the Queitign adjourned.
